2. In the Coal Mints Labour Housing and General Welfare Fund (Recruit- 
ment to certain posts) Rules, 1959, after rule 3, the following rule shall be 
Inserted, namely: — 

"4. Any person appointed to the post of Executive Engineer/Assistant 
Engineer/Assistant Quantity Surveyor on or after the 22nd October, 
1964 shall, if so required, be liable to serve in any Defence Service 
or post connected with the Defence of India, for a period of not less 
than four years including the period spent on training, if any: 

Provided that such person,— 

(a) shall not be required to serve as aforesaid after the expiry of ten 

years from the date of appointment; 

(b) shall not ordinarily be required to serve as aforesaid after attaining 

the age of forty years,”

(i) in sub-rule (1), in clause (1), after the words “the Chief Inspector of 
Mines,” the words, “with the prior approval of the Central Govern- 
ment" shall be inserted; 

(li) after sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

“(1A) In case a person nominated as a member of the Committee Is 
unable to attend a meeting of the Committee, the authority which 
nominated the member may nominate his substitute for the meet- 
ing, and the substitute shall have all the rights and privileges of 
a member of the Committee for that meeting only," 

3. In rule 4 of the said rules, sub-rule (3) shall be omitted. 

4 . In rule 8 of the said rules, In sub-rule (1), for clause (d), the following 
clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(d) sign, or subject to a resolution by the Committee, authorise some 
other person to sign, cheques issued on behalf of the Committee.” 

5. In the said rules, rules 9, 10 and 11 shall be omitted. 

6. In rule 12 of the said rules, — for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall 
be substituted, namely: — 

“(2) The provisions of rules 3(2), 3(3), 4(1), 5 and 6 shall apply to the 
Chairman, members and meetings of a Station Committee as they 
apply to the President, members and meetings respectively of the 
•Committee."

7. In the said rules, for rule 13, the following rules shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“13. Imposition and Recovery of Excise Duty. — There shall be levied and 
collected on all coal and coke despatched by rail, road, sea or other 
means, from collieries or coke plants situated in the areas to which 
these rules apply a duty of excise at the fate of three palse per 
tonne: 

Provided that when it Is proved to the satisfaction of the Committee or of 
any person authorised in this behalf by the Committee, that coal 
on which the duty of excise had previously been collected, has been 
used In the manufacture of coke on which also the duty has been 
collected, the Committee or the person so authorised may permit 
the refund of an amount equal to the duty collected on such coal 
(less deduction of such percentage as the Central Government may, 
by general or special order fix as the cost of collection of such duty) 
to tne person from whom such duty was collected. No claim for 
such refund shall be entertained unless it is preferred within one 
year from the end of the quarter to which it relates: 

Provided further that a similar refund of the duty of excise may, subject 
to like conditions, be permitted by the Committee or any person 
authorised in this behalf by the Committee, in respect of the duty 
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collected on raw coal during the course of its transport to the 
washery where the duty is collected again on the washed coal sent 
from the washery to the consuming centre, and on coal or coke 
during its transport from the pithead to the rail-head where the duty 
is collected again on that coal or coke sent from the rail-head to 
the consuming centre, 

"ISA. Collection of duty on coal or coke despatched by rail. — (1) The 
excise duty imposed under rule 13 shall, when the coal or coke is 
despatched by rail, be collected by the Hallway Administration con- 
cemed by means of a surcharge on freight; and such duty of excise 
shall be recovered^— 


(a) where the coal or coke is despatched to any station in India — 

(i) from the consignor, if the freight charges are being pre-paid at 

the forwarding station; 

(ii) from the consignee, if the freight charges are to be collected at 

the destination of the consignment; or 

(ill) from the party paying the freight if the consignment is booked 
on the ‘'weight only ’ 1 system; and 

(b) Where the coal or coke is despatched to a station outside IndiEU 

from consignor at the forwarding station, in all cases: 

Provided that where the amount of the duty of excise due under these 
rules has not been collected or where the amount collected is in 
excess of the amount due, the Railway Administration shall deal 
with the undercharge or overcharge as the case may be, on the 
same principles as apply to undercharges and overcharges in 
regard to railway freight charges. 

2. (a) The total amount of the duty of excise collected by the Railway 
Administration as aforesaid ; less the refunds and write-offs autho- 
rised by the Railway Administration under the proviso to sub-rule 
(1), shall under advice to the Accountant General, Bihar, be remit- 
ted monthly to the Reserve Bank of India at Calcutta to the credit 
of the Central Government under the head of account, 'll — Union 
Excise Duties— Coal and Coke — Excise Duty levied and collected as 
rescue cess on despatches of coal and coke’. 

(b) Such percentage of the amount of excise duty collected by the Rail- 
way Administration, as the Central Government may by notification 
in Official Gazette fix, may be paid to them towards the cost of 
collection. 

13B. ppllec.tion of duty on Coal or Coke despatched otherwise then by 
rail- — (1) When the coal or coke is despatched from the mine other- 
wise than by rail, the duty of excise imposed under rule 13 shall 
be recovered from the owner of the mine and collected in the 
manner specified hereafter, 

(2) For the purpose of assessment of excise duty, the quantity of coal 
or coke assessed by the Commissioner under Chapter IV of the 
Welfare Fund Rules shall be accepted as final. 


(3) The amount of duty of excise payable for a ny month shall be paid 
by the owner of the mine not later than the last day of the 1 month 
immediately following. The payment shall be made into the nearest 
Government Treasury by means of a challan, the remittance being 
shown as creditable to the Central Government under the head of 
account, ‘II— Union Excise Duties— Coal and Coke Excise Duty 
levied and collected as rescue ccss on despatches of Coal and Coke.’ 
A copy of the Treasury Challan, along with a copy of the monthly 
return' under rule 32(2) of the Welfare Fund Rules, shall be sub- 
mitted to the President, as proof of payment, so as to reach him 
before the end of the month immediately following the month to 
which the payment and the return relate. 


(4) In case of non-payment of the duty of excise or part thereof payable 
on any coal or coke despatched Otherwise than by rail, the President 
shall have power to recover the unpaid amount of the duty of excise 
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in the same manner as is laid down in Chapter IV of the Welfare 
Fund Rules for the recovery of duty of excise by the Commissioner. 

(6) Within one month after the Commissioner makes an assessment of 
any despatches of coal and coke etc., he shall send a copy of the 
assessment order, in Forms E and G of the Welfare Fund Rules, to 
the President. 


(6) For the proper accounting of the duty collected under this rule, the 

President shall maintain records to show the particulars of assess- 
ment and collection of duty. 

(7) The President may, by an order in writing, delegate any power con- 

ferred on him under this rule, to any other person. 

13C. Rounding off of the collections . — (1) For the purpose of the levy of 
the duty of excise, the actual weight of a consignment, rounded off 
to the nearest tonne, shall be taken into account 

(2) In collecting the amount of the duty of excise payable on any con- 
signment, a fraction of a paisa shall be rounded off to the nearest 
paisa. 

8. In the said rules, for rule 14, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“14. Payment, deposit and application of duty of excise, — (1) The proceeds 
erf the duty levied and collected under rules 13, 18A 13B and 13C 
shall first be credited to the Consolidated Fund of India, and the 
Central Government may thereafter from time to time, as Parlia- 
ment may, by appropriation made by law, provide in this behalf, 
transfer to the Committee such sums of money as it may think fit, 

(2) The moneys referred to in sub-rule (1) shall be applied towards meet- 
ing the expenses of the Committee and Station Committee and of 
the construction, maintenance and upkeep of the Rescue Stations.

2. In the Life Insurance Corporation Rules, 1950, for rule 12, the following rule 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

“12. Reference to the Tribunal, etc . — (1) Where the amount of compensation 
offered under sub-section (2) of section 16 Is not acceptable to an 
insurer, or where the compensation offered under section 36 is not 
acceptable to a chief agent or a special agent, the insurer, the chief 
agent or the special agent, as the case may be, may, for the purpose 
of having the matter referred to the Tribunal, apply to the Corporation 
along with the documents specified, if any, in this behalf by the Tri- 
bunal in regulations made by it under section 17 (in this rule referred 
to as the regulations) — 

(a) in cases where the compensation was offered before the 1st day of 

November, 1964, not later than the 31st day of January, 1965, or, 
if the applicant is an insurer to whom compensation is payable under 
Part B of the First Schedule to the Act, not later than the 31st day 
of April, 1965; 

(b) in all other cases within three months from the date on which the com- 

pensation is offered or, if the applicant Is an insurer to whom 
compensation is payable under Part B of the First Schedule to the 
Act, within six months from the date on which the compensation is 
offered. 

(2) The Corporation shall within three months of the date of receipt of an 
application under sub-rule (1) refer the matter to the Tribunal for 
decision along with a written statement and other documents specified, 
if any, by the Tribunal in the regulations.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of 
section 6 of the Dangerous Drugs Act, 193® (2 of 1930), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Central Manufactured 
Drugs Rules, 1962, the same having been previously published as required, by 
sub-section (1) of section 36 of the said Act, namely:^ 

1. These rules may be called the Central Manufactured Drugs (Amendment) 

Rules, 1964. 

2. In the Central Manufactured Drugs Rules, 1962 — 

(1) in Form A. after condition (16), the following conditions shall be 

inserted, namely: — 

"(17) An appeal from an order made under condition number (12) shall 
lie to the State Government. 

(18) Every memorandum of appeal shall be — 

(a) filed within three months of the date of the order appealed 

against; and 

(b) accompanied by the order appealed against or by a certified copy 

of that order.
